MERCHANT MARINE. 


LEVELAND, Dec. 11.—The .Mer- 
chant Marine League of the Unit- 
ed States has sent out a statement 
setting forth the views of the league 
in the efforts to rehabilitate the Mer- 
chant Marine of the United States.

the purposes of forming this league 
were broadly stated in the resolutions 
adopted at its formation. The senti- 
ment of the people at large will con- 
trol, and the more interest taken the 
more nearly correct must be that sen- 
timent. hTe statement continues as 
follows: 
“The decadence of our foreign marin 
4s a fact recognized in political plat- 
forms and variously on all hands. The 
eviis are so apparent as to call only 
r emphasis by considering details. 
“Two things go hand in hand. A 
merchant marine sufficient to prevent 
undue dependence on foreign help; a 
navy adequate in time of ce to 
furnish the assurance, and, where 
necessary, the protection to our com- 
merce and our ships and s engaged 
in it, and their terminals. 
“The Merchant Marine League of the 
United States, not in any wise or in 
any degree whatsoever wedded to 4 
specific method, nor involved in or with 
any particular interest, seeks to aid in 
accomplishing this result upon lines 
and by methods which shall alike be 
creditable to us as a nation, and in- 
clude the greatest justice and general 
good. How shall.this be done’? Sev- 
eral methods of dealing with the ques- 
tion have been brought forward from 
time to time. The most prominent are 
perhaps subsidy, discriminating duties, 
bounties or subventions simply, postal 
subsidy or subvention tonnage tax, 
from which to secure a fund providing 
subventior.

About 25 per cent. of the clerks in
